NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Judge Thompson, Independent nominee for 
Congress, addressed a small audience in this 
city last evening. 
The most intense feeling over the death of 
Ralston still prevails in Sau Francisco. It is 
yet unknown whether he committed suicide 
or was accidentally drowned. 
The excitement over th e failure of th e Bank 
of California is subsiding in San Francisco, 
and it la believed business will be generally 
res Limed to-morrow. 
The banks of this city transacted no busi­ 
ness yesterday. The managers thought it best 
to await the result of the panic In San Fran­ 
cisco. Depositors in Los Angeles banks need 
be under no apprehension. For every dollar 
our banks are responsible, they hold two dol­ 
lar’s worth of the soundest securities. 
The inquest on the body of Mr. Ralston will 
not be held until to-morrow. 
Passengers who left San Francisco yesterday 
per steamer Ancon will arrive to-morrow. 
Late advices from San Francisco say that 
the Bank of California will do no more busi­ 
ness. but will settle up as it can be done with­ 
out sacrificing the securities. 
The attem pt of the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company to obtain control of the At­ 
lantic and Pacific Telegraph Company’s lines 
has failed. 
A dispatch from San Francisco says the 
Republicans are distributing throughout the 
State Democratic tickets in which they have 
printed the namesof some of theircandidates, 
Including their candidate for Congressman. 


Open letters seem to be the strong 
suit of the Republicans. R ic h a r d s o n 
and Senator J o n e s have fulm inated. 
Now if they can get Em peror N o r to n 
and President G r a n t to w rite an open 
letter, we think the Democratic m a­ 
jority will he largely increased. 


Senator J o n e s’ order to the people 
of Los Angeles county to vote for 
H o u o h t o n excites contem pt and in ­ 
dignation in all circles. 
The w ork­ 
men on J o n e s’ railroad cannot but in­ 
terpret the letter to im ply a threat 
th at unless they vote for Mr. H o u g h ­ 


t o n they w ill be discharged. This ia 
the old Com stock lode trick. 
Supts. 
of m ines in Nevada are in the habit 
of voting the miners in th eir employ 
ju st as they please. Probably Senator 
J o n e s thinks he can do th is w ith the 
people of Los Angeles county. 
If he 
entertains that notion, and his order 
is evidence th at he does, he will soon 
be undeceived. 


W e heard an Independent rem ark 
yesterday that Mr. T e m p l e 
only 
wanted the Treasurer’s office for the 
money he could m ake out of the coun­ 
ty funds. W e presume this is true, 
but we th in k the people had better 
keep their m oney in the hands of a 
m an who has it on hands each m onth 
when the officer of the law call to count 
it. 
T e m p l e and W o r k m a n agreed 
with the City Council to pay a stated 
interest 011 the city funds and though 
it is generally understood th a t the 
m oney is in their bank and th at they 
are using it, 
they have never paid a 
cent of interest and do not intend to. 
R o w a n has proved an honest custo­ 
dian of the county funds, and if the 
people are wise they will retain a tried 
and faithful servant. 


Purity and Reform, 


It was the purpose of Messrs. B ri- 
e r l y and B o u to n when they put up 
the Republican county convention and 
threw over it the thin Independent 
covering to require of the delegates an 
endorsem ent of H o u g h to n for Con­ 
gress, but on reflection it was thought 
more politic to say nothing about him 
in the convention and compel an en­ 
dorsem ent and support by Indepen­ 
dent speakers from the stum p, and in 
th e columns of the Independent organ. 
This resolve Messrs. B o u to n and B r i- 
e r i .y made known to the Independent 
candidates after their nom ination and 
a few dem urred, saying th a t they pre­ 
ferred to support the Independent 
nom inee. These m urm urs were qui- 
ted by a threat from Messrs. B. aud B. 
th at unless th e Independents agreed to 
support H o u g h t o n they would call 
a Republican county convention, nom ­ 
inate, a straight-out Republican ticket 
and beat every Republican nom inated 
by the so called Independent conven­ 
tion. This was a clincher aud the 
Republican, H o u g h to n , secured the 
support of 
the Independent county 
candidates. 
The next m ove was to 
force the Independent, th e Independ­ 
en t cam paign paper, to advocate the 
election of H o u g h to n . 
W hen rais­ 
ing the funds to run that paper Judge 
T h om p son , Independent nom inee for 
Congress, was assessed three hundred 
dollars, but in consideration of the fact 
th a t his field of operation extended 
over the entiredistrict, his assessm ent 
was reduced to one hundred dollars. 
A fter the paper 
was 
started 
the 
H o u h g t o n m anagers of the Indepen­ 
dent m ovem ent waited on the editor 
of the Independent and threateningly 
dem anded th a t he should discontinue 
his support of Judge T h o m p so n and 
and 
advocated 
H o u g h to n . 
The 
threat was unheeded and the dem and 
denied, and the Independent is not 
popular w ith Messrs. B. and B. nor 
w ith the m ajority of the candidates 
whom it supports. 
W e m ention this 
incident in th e inside w orkings of the 
so called Independent party of this 
county to illustrate the difference be­ 
tw een th e profession and th e practice 
of th e m anagers, it shows how m uch 


they are for party and how little for 
principle; it convince the m ost scepti­ 
cal th at the cry of “ purity and beform” 
is but a hollow sound—a fraud and a 
deception, intended to deceive the peo­ 
ple into placing the old extravagant 
and corrupt Republican party again 
in power. I t was not enough to force 
the Independent convention to nom i­ 
nate Republicans for county offices and 
then force:them to support H g u g h t o n . 
Proscription m ust be carried still fur­ 
ther and the 
paper w hich Judge 
T h o m p s o n was assessed to support, 
was threatened w ith annihilation if 
it did not advocate his opponent. And 
this is the purity, reform aud indepen­ 
dence of the Independent party of Los 
Angeles count}’. 


Sailing Without a Chart. 


T h e navigator who would venture 
upon the ocean w ithout compass or 
chart, would scarcely com m and the 
confidence of the traveler or the ship­ 
per. 
N either the life of th e one nor 
the m erchandize of the o th er would 
be entrusted to the, results of chance. 
The m an who attem pts to m anage a 
bank w ithout a correct guide is equal­ 
ly exposed to danger, and as certain to 
meet w ith disaster. 
F ortune m ay fa­ 
vor him for a tim e, but he m ust u lti­ 
m ately m eet the fate of tUe em pyric. 
The financiers of th is Pacific coast,— 
the men who have controled the fab­ 
ulous w ealth of th is favored land, and 
held the destinies of the Common­ 
w ealth in their hands, have been reck­ 
lessly driving before the w ind w ithout 
chart or compass, aud th at they have 
at last reached a dangerous sea should 
not be a m atter of surprise. 
That dis­ 
aster did not overtake them sooner is 
indeed wonderful. The financial world 
is governed by principles as unerring 
as the law of gravity. The ebb and 
flow of the financial tide is closely 
watched by all experienced bankers, 
and for this purpose aggregate bank 
statem ents are published. 
The week­ 
ly statem ent of the associated banks 
of New York is closely analyzed by 
thousands. 
The statem ents of the 
banks of England, France, Prussia, 
and other European countries, are 
anxiously looked for, and become the 
guide of financiers in their operations. 
Do they see the coin going out, Lom­ 
bard street becomes cautious ; the D i­ 
rectors of the B ank of E ngland ad­ 
vance the rate for money, and the de­ 
pletion is stopped. In California alone 
does every banker steer independent­ 
ly, and there is no guide to show 
w hether coin is flowing into the State 
or flowing out of it; w hether trading 
is overdone, or w hether m oney is ly­ 
ing idle. W hether there is ten or fif­ 
ty m illions of coin in the bank vaults, 
no one k n o w s; w hether the banks 
have extended them selves too far can­ 
not be ascertained. There is 110 public 
barom eter to indicate an approaching 
storm , and this because the law does 
not compel the batiks to publish sworn 
statem ents. 
It m ay be found then 
th at the banks of San Francisco, in­ 
stead of having th e vast hoards of 
gold aud silver, w hich they are sup­ 
posed to possess, m ay have scarcely 
any. 
To be on a perfectly safe basis, 
there should be about $30,000,000 in 
coin in circulation on the Pacific coast. 
This is allowing one m illion popula­ 
tion and $30 per capita, (which is 
about double the average In the State 
before the war.) Of this sum $25,909,­ 
000 should be in the bauks. 
It m ay 
seem strange to those who have given 
the subject 110 consideration, that 
w’hen the annual product of the pre­ 
cious m etals has been $75,000,000, 
and the total product of the last 
eighteen years over $700,000,000, so 
paltry a sum as we have m ention­ 
ed has not accumulated. 
Yet we 
doubt if the banks of San Francisco 
hold over half that am ount. 
The fact 
th at the Bank of California only had 
$1,500,000 to m eet about ten m illions 
of dollars deposits, does not w arrant 
the inferrence that there is m uch coin 
left near the Golden Gate. 
W e know 
it is commonly believed 
th a t the 
banks in this State hold one hundred 
m illions of dollars specie and bullion, 
but th e absurdity of such a proposi­ 
tion will readily appear from consid­ 
eration of the fact th a t the Bank of 
England, which keeps the specie of all 
the K ingdom , usually holds only £20,­ 
000,000, and has now but £29,000,000, 
an enormous surplus ; and th at this is 
the coin reserve of the thirty-five 
million people of Great B ritain, whose 
annual foreign commerce am ounts to 
three m illion of dollars. B ut where 
has all this vast product of the pre­ 
cious m etals gone to ? W e answ er it 
is now in Europe. 
It has gone out 
through the Golden Gate and across 
the C ontinent to be shipped to Lon­ 
don. 
The foreign exports of specie 
ami bullion from the United Btates 
nearly equals the annual product, (and 
where else than the Pacific coast does 
it come from?) the rest has been con­ 
sumed by the jewellers. 
The State 
has been sending it abroad to pay for 
w hat she consumed. The m iner has 
to be fed, clothed and provided with 
tools and m achinery, the public im ­ 
provem ents have absorbed m any m ill­ 
ions. 
It is b u t recently th a t agricul­ 
ture has assum ed large proportions in 
this section, and even at th e present 
tim e not half the population is engag­ 
ed in cultivating th e soil. I t is labor 
which gives the intrinsic value to the 
precious m etals, so th a t for every dol­ 
lar of specie there has been one dol­ 
lar’s worth of labor bestowed. 
W hat 
the m iner has not spent for subsis­ 
tence is the profit, and alone remains 
in th e State. Prosperity has made 
our people extravagant, and we have 
been im porting about as m uch as we 
exported. During the six m onths end­ 
ing July 1st, 1875, the treasure ship­ 
m ents from Sau Francisco have been 


$29,191,200 against $14,975,400, sam e 
tim e last year, an increase of over one 
hundred per cent. The financiers have 
neglected to check this outflow of coin, 
or rather have paid 110 attention to it; 
and now they will learn by dear 
bought experience th at precaution is 
by far better th an cure. I f the peo­ 
ple suffer some, the banker will suffer 
more. 


The Sacram ento Bee, a leading Re­ 
publican journal concedes th e election 
of I r w in and gives as its reason for so 
doing th a t PRELPSlias 110 chance and 
the people prefer I r w in to B id w e l l . 
The B ed 8 conclusion is correct. 
The 
Dem ocratic State ticket w ill no doubt 
be elected by a m ajority of from 20 000 
to 25,000. 
The 
P h e l p s ticket will 
stand second on the list for the reason 
th a t it is an abler ticket than th at 
headed by B id w e l l , and because the 
Republicans are doing all in their pow­ 
er to poll the largest possible vote as a 
basis for the Presidential cam paign. 
A nother fact w hich the people fully 
understand is th a t though B id w e l l 
m ay be ever so honest he is totally de­ 
ficient in point of intellectual abilitv. 
H e is a m an of too feeble m ind to ful 
the gubernatorial chair of the State of 
California. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOL MONEYS! 


A L etter I rom th e C ounty Snperlii- 
ten d ea t. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : To show th a t a 
recent attack upon the County School 
Superintendent, for w ithholding from 
certain districts their proper propor­ 
tion, has arisen from gross ignorance 
as well as m alice. 
I publish ¡the new 
law on distribution. 
It became oper­ 
ative August 1874: 
School Law. See. 1858. “ All school 
moneys apportioned by the Superin- 
tenden of Public Instruction (Hon. H . 
N. Bolander) m ust be apportioned to 
the several counties in proportion to 
the num ber of census 
children be­ 
tween five and seventeen years of age, 
as shown by the returns of the School 
Census 
M arshals of the preceding 
school year. The School S uperintend­ 
ents of each county m ust apportion all 
State and County school moneys, as 
follows: 
First. H e m ust ascertain the total 
num ber of teachers each district is en­ 
titled to, by calculating one teacher 
for every one hundred census children, 
or fraction thereof, if not less than fif­ 
teen census children, as shown by the 
next preceding*schooi census. 
Second. He m ust ascertain the num ­ 
ber of teachers for the couuty, by add­ 
ing together the num ber of teachers 
assigned ty the several districts 
Third. Five hundred dollars shall 
be apoortioned to each district for ev­ 
ery teacher assigned to it; provided 
that, to districts having ten and less 
than fifteen census children shall be 
apportioned three hundred dollars: 
Fourth, All school moneys rem ain­ 
ing 011 hand after apportioning five 
hundred dollars to each district having 
fifteen census children or more, for 
every teacher assigned it, and after ap­ 
portioning three hundred dollars to 
districts having less than fifteen cen­ 
sus children, m ust be apportioned to 
the several districts having not less 
than fifty census children, in propor­ 
tion to the num ber of census children 
in each disirict.” 
Under the previous system , State 
and County apportionm ents were pro 
rata accorking to the num ber of cen­ 
sus chileren, and in 110 other way. 
Tarties not conversant w ith the new 
law naturally m ay have supposed the 
County Superintendent to have com ­ 
m itted errors in recent distributions. 
U nder the old 
system , 
towns and 
thickly settled portions, received an 
undue share of moneys. Sparsely set­ 
tled places received so little th a t edu­ 
cation to them was impossible- The 
new law is in the interest of a large 
class in the county formerly helpless, 
It is intended to equalise educational 
privileges; to give the w eakest dis­ 
trict an opportunity to m aintain an 
eight m onths school, as well as the 
most favored.

Yesterday at 10 A. m. a large audience 
assembled at the Synagogue to wit­ 
ness the confirmation of Abraham M. 
Edeiman, son of Rev. A. W. Edelman, 
the pastor of the congregation. The 
confirmation of Jewish males takes 
place at the age of thirteen, and from 
the date of confirmation the “ Bar- 
Mitzvah” is responsible before God 
and man for his moral and religious 
deportment. The candidate for con­ 
firmation is supposed to have made 
the Pentateuch (the five books of 
Moses) his study, and to be prepared 
to stand a satisfactory examination in 
Hebrew by the Elders of the congre­ 
gation. For the convenience of the 
members the Pentateuch is divided 
into fifty-two chapters, one of which 
is to be read each Sabbath, and these 
chapters are subdivided into seven 
sections. At the Bar-Mitzvah yester­ 
day Messrs. J. Newmark and M. Mor­ 
ris acted as the Elders of the Congre­ 
gation and assisted at the recitatiou of 
the law from a written scroll. At the 
close of eacli of the seven sections a 
member of the congregation went for­ 
ward and blessed the law. The con­ 
cluding section is usually from the 
prophets, and at its close the Bar- 
Mitzvah (son of the Commandments) 
is an acknowledged son of Israel. The 
examination was pronounced most 
satisfactory by those who understood 
Hebrew, and must have teen gratify­ 
ing to tbe young man’s relatives and 
friends, as well as flattering to his 
father and tutor, as he had been under 
instruction only six weeks. It being 
the custom for tho “ Bar-Mitzvah ” to 
address the congregation, he did so in 
the following remarks: 
M o s t W o r t h y C o n g r e g a t i o n : In 
accordance with tbe tenets of our sa­ 
cred religion, I am to-day numbered 
among the responsible sons of Israel, 
and am called a Bar-Mitzvah, a son of 
tbe commandment, which signifies 
that I must take upon myself to per­ 
form the commandments of the Lord, 
to distinguish the difference between 
wrong aud right, and that I alone am 
held responsible for all my actions. It 
is, therefore, requisite, previous to my 
solemn declaration of love and obedi­ 
ence to Israel’s God and to Israel’s re­ 
ligion, to invoke the name of our 
Heavenly Father to strengthen the re­ 
solves of my youthful heart, and to 
give you some proof that I am willing 
to live and to die in Israel’s law, and 
through that law alone to seek salva­ 
tion hereafter. 


p r a y e r . 
Ha-ah-zc-nali, Ah-do-noy, Ta-fe-los- 
J si Va-hak-ehe-vau, Ba-kole, 1'ak-ne- 
naw-se. Give ear, O! Eternal, to my 
prayer, and attend to the voice of my 
supplications, for I humbly beseecn 
Thee to look down with mercy and 
and favor on my entrance this day as 
a responsible member in Thy congre­ 
gation, to claim a portion ef the in­ 
heritance in Thy divine law.

Our sacred bard said Lu-La, To-ros- 
cho, sha-ah-8hu-ah, Os-oh-vad-te, Va- 
ou-ye. "Were it not for the comforting 
delight of thy law I should have per­ 
ished in my affliction. 
Now my 
friends, King David, who was the 
chosen King of the eternal God, to 
whom and to whose children after 
him, all the glories of Israel had been 
vouchsafed, declares, that were it not 
for the comforting delight of God’s sa­ 
cred law, he must have then perished 
in his affliction. W hat then must I 
say? I who am yet young iu years, 
Íoung In experience, young in the 
nowledge of the world and above all, 
young in the knowledge of God and 
of God’s sacred law; standing as I do 
at the very threshold of that law’s ob­ 
ligations. 
Seeing that I have only 
been admitted a responsible member, 
subject to its divine behest and pre­ 
cepts, I ask, what shall I say? How 
d 
»I presume to stand up in God’s 
sanctuary to address a congregation 
assembled In God’s holy name. But 
my friends, in this my perplexity, I 
will gather courage from the example 
of our shepherd king, and with him I 
will exclaim—Lu-la, To-ro9-cho, sha- 
ah-shu-ah. Were it not for the com­ 
forting delight of Thy sacred law. By 


which law I have just most solemnly 
pledged myself to live, to die, and to 
seek salvation, hereafter. Oz-oh-vad- 
te, va-ou-ye. I must then indeed have 
perished in niy affliction. Or, in oth­ 
er words, were it not for tbe hope of 
that divine law, by which I have only 
been permitted to have a foretaste, as 
it were, but from which I hope, under 
God’s grace and blessing, to derive 
more strength and stability, as I ad­ 
vance in age, knowledge and exper­ 
ience.

might otherwise lead me. The future 
is truly before me like a sealed book, 
which I shall only be able to read 
slowly with advancing years and a 
greater knowledge of tilings than I 
possess now. But I will learn daily 
from those who are wiser and better 
than myself. I will listen to the voice 
of religion, which admonishes me to 
depend on God, noton human aid, and 
not to follow the example of sinners ;

Surely such 
an expression to parents on this happy 
day, must be a real thank-offering to 
God. Accept, therefore, my dear pa­ 
rents, the assurance of my filial love 
and affection, for the many cares and 
troubles I have no doubt caused you, 
and for the many 'sacrifices you have 
made in my behalf. O ! may the 
great God of Israel reward you with 
a thousand blessings, for tbe cares in 
rearing me and the rest of my sisters 
and brother, in the path of rectitude 
and in the fear of God ; and O! may 
God be pleased to grant me life and 
prosperity, and keep me sensible to 
reward you with honor, pride and 
pleasure. Nor must I fail to express 
my thanks to you, dear father, as a 
teacher, and to all my instructors, both 
present and absent, for the patience 
and perseverance which you have ever 
evinced in training and cultivating 
my mind and faculties. Assuringyou 
that it shall be my sincere wish to 
practice the principle you have en­ 
deavored to teach me.
